Harambee Launches Drive 
To Buy Larger Facility 


After successfully bidding to 
purchase the Eleventh Avenue 
Public School, the Harambee 
School has launched a major 
fund-raising drive to acquire 
the remaining money to buy 
the $90,000 facility.

Why Buy From Blacks? 
it's Smart Business

One does not need a 
groundswell of money in order 
to purchase services from 
businesses. Business" runs 
the gamut from professional 
legal care to food suppliers to 
cosmetics producers. In short, 
any item or service that is pur- 
chased should be preceded by 
a review of who the black 
sellers are. 


Why patronize black busi- 
ness? Two reasons imme- 
diately come to mind. First, the 
importance of dollar turnover 
within the black business 
community cannot be stressed 
enough. Turnover enables us 
to add tangible items to the 
community without dépending 
upon economic aid from oth- 
ers, and the subsequent exhila- 
ration felt by accomplishing 
something for yourself cannot 
even be measured in dollars. 


The irony in recent years has 
been that we openly denounced 
establishments which would 
not enroll us into certain fields 


of study, then we fail to 
acknowledge that these grad- 
uates must feed, clothe and 
house themselves via our 
patronage. Secondly, we will 
increase our awareness of the 
number of fields in which 
blacks are involved by giving 
our attention to black business. 

What should you do if you 
receive less-than-satisfactory 
service from a black entrepre- 
neur? Let the business know 
you are displeased, preferably 
by letter. All. businesspersons 
realize the importance of cus- 
tomer satisfaction. 

There is no justification. for 
accepting poor.service from 
any businessperson, but 
depending upon the circum- 
stances you may choose to 
patronize him/her again. If you 
choose not to doso, remember 
that there are other blacks 
offering the same service, and 
give your dollars to them. 

In the event that you cannot 
locate a black-owned business 
for:a_particular-concern, sup- 
port the busines that has a 
black manager or otherwise 
employs blacks.

Harold Washington, the 
newly elected black mayor of 
Chicago, received a very hos- 
tile reception at his first official 
meeting with Chicago's alder- 
men (the Columbus equivalent 
is City Council). Three days 
after his inauguration, his own 
white Democratic comrades 
among the aldermen aligned 
29 of the 50 aldermen to make it 
virtually impossible for him to 
pass any legislation notin their 
favor. 

After the intense fight to gain 
the mayor's seat, Washington 
now faces an uphill battle 
against a lot of his own party 
members.

made clear the relationship of WRO staff vis-a-vis the Interchurch 
Council staff. 5 

When your reporter called me, after my being on the job only 
four days, he wanted Statistics about persons on the “payroll” of 


“the Interchurch Council. | made it very clear that the “payroll” 


was not the same as Council staff because the “payroll” includes 
ted ae Rights Organization since we are fiscal agents for 
F a a ~ 

! informed your reporter that the only immediately available 
Statistics were for “payroll,” but:told him the numbers of WRO 
Staff these statistics included. | indicated to'your reporter that if 
he wanted figures on the Interchurch Council staff, | needed to 
review the.sex and racial composition, but that since | was very 
new to my position | could not. give these figures unless he gave 
me time.to review them apart. from the “payroll” figures. 

Your-reporter indicated he only wanted the “payroll” statistics. 
It is regretable that my effort in good faith to respond to your 
reporter's question resulted in.anarticte creating misunderstand- 
ing. In speaking with your reporter, | made no indication about 
our having any authority over WRO staff. Eloise Baker does 
represent the Welfare Rights Organization as an at-large member 
of our Board of Trustees. 

To set the record Straight for your readers, let me give you the 
current statistics for direct Interchurch Council staff positions 
only: the total number of staff is 24; 16 (66.6%) are women; 8 
(33.3%) are men: 5 (20.8%) are black women: 10 (41.6%) are white 
women, 1 (4.2%) is a Hispanic woman; 3 (12.5%) are black men; 
and 5 (20.8%) are white men. Of the women on our staff: 31.2% are 
black; 6.3% are Hispanic: and 62.5% are white. Of the men on our 
Staff: 37.5% are black: 62.5% are white.. Racially delineated our 
Staff is 33.3% black,-4.2% Hispanic, and 62.5% white. 

The racial and sex statistics for our new Board of Trustees at 
the Interchurch Council are as follows: 52 total members on the 
Board; 73% are men: 27% are women; 33% are black; 67% are 
white; 17% are denominational executives; 10% are representa- 


' tives of agencies, 33% are representatives of local churches; 21% 


are elected at large; and 10% serve as the chair of commissions. 
Two additional persons serve as observers from other faith 
groups. ; 

It should also be noted, that while some will say there has been 
no indication of active response to the Task Force's concern for 
racial balance; | have since my arrival, taken steps to confirm and 
assure that affirmative action and equal opportunity employment 
are an integral part of our hiring policy. | have only had the 
opportunity to appoint one persontoa position on our staff since 
| have been here, that person is a black man. Your readers should 
know that while affirmative action was a consideration, he was . 
hired because of his skill and ability. 

As the new Executive Director of the Interchurch Council of 
Greater Cleveland, | can neither “tive-up-to” or “live-down” what 


has preceded my arrival. | came to my position because‘a need 


for new leadership was recognized. We have elected a new Board 
of Trustees, and are now operating under a new constitution, all 
of which we anticipate will combine to give us the cooperation 
and direction needed to provide new leadership for our Council. 

Four members of the Urban Church Task Force sit on our 
Board of Trustees and have every opportunity to insure that their 
concerns are addressed at all levels of the Council's operations, 
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three of the Task Force members have been on the Board for the 
past year. This leadership has to be given the opportunity to 
mennure how we cantreat all of the concérns which arepresent 
@ d to the. Interchurch Council. 

The issue of racial involvement and influence has a priority for 
us which we are addressing - the President of the Interchurch 
Council has appointed a committee to work with the Urban 


“, Church Task Force to further respond to the specifics of their 


concern so that we can move ahead together.

Unfortunately, one of our greatest strengths is too-often over- 
looked: the selfless efforts of the many people who work untir- 
ingly to help people in need. 

For the past several years, the economic woes of the country 
have hit hard here. Unemployment figures have grown, making 
life more difficult_not only for people traditionally in need of 
assistance, but also for a Substantial number of middle-income 
people who. have been thrust into unemployment. 

In addition to théir economic difficulties, some members of our 
community have encountered problems relating to family life,

personat disorientation: abandonment, physical and psychic 
abuse and chemical dependencies. 

Without much fanfare, a remarkable number of Greater Cleve- 
landers have continuously offered to help. Working as individu- 
als or through organizations, they have provided many kinds of 
assistance with very little recognition for their efforts.

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Car Lock Design Spurs 
New Business Venture

CLEVELAND--Necessity is 

the mother of invention. 
* It was the need for an effi- 
cient steering column lock to 
prevent another car theft that 
spurred Hugh J. Webster to 
design, manufacture, and 
market such a lock. 

After his second car was 
stolen Webstershopped 
around for an antitheft device 
he considered reliable. He 
found none. Using his inge- 
nuity and the heip of a friend, 
Leon Weldon, Webster made a: 

column lock for his car. 

Two positive things resulted: 
the lock prevented a theft 
attempt and friends requested 
the lock for their cars. 

. Webster recognized the 
market potential for a steerin

column lock and slowly, care- 
fully in 1980 molded a busi- 
ness, the Lok-itt Co. Now, 
three years later, the Column 
Lock is sold in area auto parts 
stores. : 

Touted as “the Cadillac of 
antitheft devices” the lock 
conceals the ignition switch, 
helps eliminate peelbacking, 
and makes it nearly impossible 
to steer the car if it is started 
with the lock in place. 

In-peelbacking, a common 
method of stealing cars, the 
steering column is torn open 
with a screwdriver for access to 
the mechanisms that will start 
the engine. Cap shaped 
column locks only protect the 
ignition switch, not.the steer- 
ing column, he said. 


In peelbacking, the ignition 
switch is bypassed through the 
steering column. The Column 
Lock, an €xpanded version of 
the ignition cap, wraps com- 
pletely around the steering 
Golumn and‘is secured by a 
lock that can withstand bolt 
cutters, he said. Many Ameri- 
can cars are made of soft mate- 
rials which make the steering 
column vulnerable to peel- 
backing. 

A .standard.column lock was 
designed for most General 
Motors and Ford models, the 
cars that are frequently stolen 
as indicated from research by 
insurance companies. Column 
Locks ae custom-made for 
American sports and older 
model cars. 

One of the perennial snags in 
making the locks is the con- 
stant changes in automobile 
designs. To smooth the snag, 
keeping abreast of the changes 
over the years and of recent 


designs is mandatory. 
Webster got his business in 
gear while working asa quality 
assurance inspector for Cater- 
pillar Lift Truck. It took a small 
initial investment of $500 anda 


great deal of Webster's spare 
time. ; 

The manufacturing of the 
locks is consigned to several 
specialty companies to cir- 
cumventthe need fora factory.

Clark is teacher- 
consultant of the

For nearly two 
hours, the children 
recited and inter- 
preted philosophy,
